DEVISE  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 


I  give  and  devise  unto  the  Old  Man’s  Home,  of  Philadelphia,  (here  describe 
the  property  or  ground-rent,)  together  with  the  appurtenances,  in  fee  simple. 
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REPORT. 


When  we  issued,  last  year,  our  tenth  annual  report,  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  telling  our  friends  that  “every  dollar  of 
indebtedness”  on  our  new  and  beautiful  “ Home”  had  been 
discharged,  and  that  we  had  good  reason  to  hope  we  should, 
in  another  year  be  enabled  to  say  as  much  concerning  the 
entire  property.  This  hope  has  not  been  disappointed. 
Several  legacies  have  since  been  received.  The  executors 
of  the  late  Asa  Whitney,  with  rare  liberality,  paid  to  the 
Managers  the  whole  of  his  munificent  bequest  of  $20,000, 
without  deducting  the  collateral  inheritance  tax,  and  in  bonds 
of  such  good  repute  that  they  were  sold  to  a  friend  of  the 
“Home”  for  more  than  the  amount  of  the  bequest.  These 
gentlemen  will  no  doubt  be  glad  to  know  that,  in  consequence 
of  their  considerate  action,  the  Managers  have  had  the  great 
satisfaction  of  discharging  all  claims  against  them,  so  that  the 
whole  property  is  now  quite  free  from  debt. 

The  object  for  which  this  “  Home”  was  established  appeals 
very  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  old  people  particularly, 
and  our  past  success  will  not  permit  us  to  doubt  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  will  continue  to  raise  up  for  us  friends  who 
have  both  the  will  and  the  power  to  aid  our  efforts  in  support 
of  this  noble  and  greatly-needed  charity. 

In  one  respect,  our  present  report  is  not  altogether  satis¬ 
factory.  The  list  of  annual  subscriptions,  as  well  as  that  of 
donations,  is  very  seriously  curtailed.  This  may  be  attributed 
in  a  large  measure  to  the  present  wide-spread  pecuniary  em¬ 
barrassment,  from  the  effects  of  which  very  few  persons  are 
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exempt.  Another  reason,  no  doubt,  is,  that  many  of  our 
friends  are  under  the  erroneous  impression  that  the  “  Home,” 
being  free  from  debt,  no  longer  needs  assistance.  Yet  a  man 
may  live  in  his  own  house  and  starve  to  death,  if  he  cannot 
raise  money  to  buy  food.  This  is  precisely  the  condition  of 
any  institution  until  it  is  endowed.  Hitherto,  all  large  sums 
of  money  contributed  to  the  “  Home”  have  necessarily  and 
of  choice  been  devoted  to  the  payment  of  its  debt  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  In  future,  our  aim  will  be  to  so 
invest  all  gifts  and  legacies  that  the  “Home”  will  derive  an 
income  from  them  which  will  eventually,  we  trust,  be  sufficient 
to  defray  the  current  expenses,  and  thus  supersede  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  soliciting  subscriptions.  It  seems,  indeed,  hardly  right 
to  use  such  contributions  in  any  way  than  that  intended  by 
the  givers,  viz.,  as  additions  to  our  permanent  fund,  and  only 
absolute  necessity  will  justify  the  Managers  in  appropriating 
them  to  meet  the  daily  wants  of  the  family. 

Our  friends  and  the  public  must  be  well  aware  that  asking 
aid  for  even  a  worthy  and  noble  object  is  not  an  agreeable 
duty,  and  they  may  be  sure  that  the  first  persons  to  admit 
that  the  unpleasant  necessity  for  doing  so  no  longer  exists  will 
be  the  Managers  themselves.  In  the  meantime,  we  venture 
to  hope  that  all  who  are  and  who  have  been  interested  in  this 
work,  and  whose  sympathy  has  heretofore  been  so  substan¬ 
tially  attested,  will  continue  to  assist  us  to  provide  for  a  large 
and  helpless  family.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  conceive  of  a 
household  more  dependent  than  one  composed  of  old  and 
feeble  men,  who  have  been  deprived  of  their  natural  protectors 
by  misfortune  or  death.  They  are  intrusted  to  our  care,  and 
with  God’s  help  we  mean  to  fulfill  our  whole  duty  to  them ; 
moreover,  we  shall  not  weary  in  well  doing  until  this  “  Home  ” 
is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  with  the  class  of  beneficiaries 
for  whom  it  was  established,  but  who  cannot  be  received  until 
we  have  the  means  to  maintain  them.  No  one  can  conceive 
the  pain  of  being  compelled  to  close  our  doors  against  a  poor, 
tottering  old  man  who  vainly  implores  our  protection. 

Since  last  year’s  report,  four  of  the  old  gentlemen  have 
been  borne  away  to  their  last  resting-place,  and  among  them 
was  the  patriarch  of  the  family,  who  died  in  his  one  hundred 
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and  second  year,  with  wonderfully-preserved  faculties  of  mind 
and  body.  Death  had  no  terrors  for  him,  and,  with  an  earnest 
and  unwavering  faith  in  his  blessed  Redeemer,  he  passed 
gently  away,  truly  “  falling  asleep  in  Jesus.”  Another  death 
was  that  of  a  man  of  rather  remarkable  acquirements  as  a 
scholar.  He  was  a  Prussian  and  a  Jew  by  birth,  and  was 
very  familiar,  not  only  with  the  Greek  and  Hebrew,  but 
with  several  other  languages.  He  had  passed  some  years  in 
Oriental  lands,  where  he  became  a  Christian,  and  we  had  no 
reason  to  doubt  the  sincerity  of  his  conversion.  Men  of 
various  nationalities  and  of  divers  religious  denominations  are 
gathered  here  under  one  roof,  in  one  of  those  “  Homes  ”  that 
are  possible  only  in  Christian  lands,  where  the  poor,  the 
suffering,  the  aged,  and  the  little  children  never  appeal  in 
vain  for  succor  to  the  faithful  and  earnest  follower  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus. 

That  kind  friend  of  the  old  men,  who  believes  both  in  the 
sanitary  and  pleasurable  effects  of  a  day  in  the  woods,  again 
furnished  the  means  to  enable  the  Managers  to  take  them  on 
an  excursion  and  picnic  to  one  of  the  loveliest  of  the  shady 
retreats  in  Fairmount  Park.  The  money  certainly  could  not 
be  expended  in  any  way  that  would  insure  a  greater  amount 
of  pure  and  wholesome  enjoyment. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  resignation  from  our 
Board  of  several  valued  Managers,  among  them  that  of 
Mrs.  John  S.  Henry,  who  had  been  First  Directress  of  the 
institution  since  its  organization.  Her  gentle,  kindly  presence 
has  been  greatly  missed  at  our  meetings  for  some  time.  Her 
warm  attachment  to  and  interest  in  the  “  Home  ”  made  her 
shrink  from  severing  the  link  that  bound  her  to  it,  and  she 
yielded  at  last,  only  when  her  delicate  health  prevented  her 
from  fulfilling  her  duties  as  she  wished. 

Death  has  again  taken  one  of  our  co-workers,  Mrs.  Yarnall. 
The  following  resolution  in  regard  to  this  sad  event  was 
adopted  at  the  May  meeting  : — 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Managers  of  the  Old  Man’s  Home 
deeply  deplore  the  death  of  their  late  associate,  Mrs.  Hibberd 
Yarnall ;  that  in  her  decease  the  Board  has  lost  one  of  its 
most  faithful,  intelligent,  and  devoted  members,  whose  services 
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were  inspired  by  an  earnest  spirit  of  charity  for  all,  and  a 
devout  sense  of  religious  duty;  that  in  all  her  relations,  both 
private  and  public,  she  proved  herself  a  model  woman,  wife, 
and  mother,  whose  character  was  illustrated  in  a  remarkable 
degree  by  the  graces  of  a  true  Christian  faith  and  love ;  and 
that  in  her  life  she  has  left  to  all  who  knew  her  and  were 
associated  with  her,  an  example  of  unselfish  goodness,  purity 
of  intention,  enlightened  judgment,  and  untiring  zeal  in  the 
discharge  of  all  labors  and  responsibilities  devolved  upon  her, 
that  is  worthy  of  lasting  regard  and  universal  imitation.” 

There  have  been  six  admissions. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  generally  has  been  good.  Only 
such  disorders  prevail  as  are  incident  to  old  age.  The  sick 
are  most  carefully  nursed  by  the  Matron  and  her  son,  Mr. 
Baker  Scanlan,  whose  kindness  and  efficiency  are  deserving  of 
special  commendation. 

Religious  services  are  held  regularly  on  Sunday  and 
Thursday  afternoons,  at  which  ministers  of  various  Protestant 
denominations  officiate.  The  inmates  are  faithful  in  their 
attendance,  and  many  of  them  manifest  a  deep  interest  in  the 
religious  instruction  which  is  provided  principally  for  those 
whose  infirmities  prevent  them  from  going  to  church. 

In  view  of  the  influx  of  strangers  who  will  visit  our  city 
next  year,  the  Managers  are  extremely  anxious  to  put  their 
grounds  in  good  order,  and,  if  possible,  to  replace  the  present 
dilapidated  fence  by  a  substantial  iron  railing.  Such  an 
expense,  however,  is  not  to  be  thought  of  unless  some  of  the 
generous  friends  of  the  “  Home  ”  shall  feel  disposed  to  assist 
us  to  make  in  this  manner  a  respectable  appearance  before  our 
visitors. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to 
our  excellent  physicians,  Drs.  Musser  and  Girvin,  and  to  the 
various  clergymen  who  have  endeavored  to  promote  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  family  by  their  faithful  ministrations. 

The  “  Home  ”  now  contains  forty  inmates. 

The  conditions  of  admission  are,  for  applicants  of  the  age 
of  seventy  and  upward,  $150;  for  persons  between  sixty-five 
and  seventy,  $250;  and  for  those  under  sixty-five,  $500.  No- 
one  will  be  received  who  is  under  sixty. 
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Applications  should  be  written  and  accompanied  by  at  least 
three  references,  and  may  be  sent  to  either  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Applications. 

The  house  is  open  to  visitors  daily,  except  Sunday,  and  the 
Matron  will  be  happy  to  receive  persons  who  are  interested 
in  it.
